M. Poninski and the refit of the Well-affeted, left 
no Stone unturn’d to induce the Opponents to alter their 
Opinion ; But thefe being inflexibly attach’d to their 
Sentiments, defired Mr. Poninski toadjourn the Seflion, 
which he did by putting it off to the Monday following. 

On the 7th, M. Poninski being {till unable to engage 


- the-Ghamber to-proceed-to the Election of a Marthal, 


one of the Deputies for Novogrod reprefented, that 
the beft thing they could do, was to renew the Con- 
federacy under the prefent Marfhal. But the Gentlemen 
in the Oppofition, not being willing to conient to that 
neither, alledged that they were not afiembled for a 
Confederacy but for a Dyet ; which occafioned a long 
Debate. At length one of the Deputies for Wilna de- 
clared, That the Confederacy was indeed a fufficient 
Method ; but that this too might be attended with dif- 
advantageous Confequences and that as the Deputies 
were not authorized by their Initructions to vote for a 
Confederacy, there was no way left but to renew it 
under the prefent Marfhal by the Senators and Deputies 
whom the Palatinates had nominated to attend the 
King; but that in the mean time it were better to con- 
tinue the Election of a Marthal. 

Then one of the Deputies for Cracow propofed a 
Method to convoke an extraordinary Dyet, while the 
Foreign Troops were evacuating the Kingdom : the 
rather, becaufe it had been declared fome Days before 
in the Chamber of Deputies, that there was a Negocia- 
tion of Peace upon the Carpet, which would provide a 
fufficient Security for the Perfon of the King. 

M. Poninski giving no Heed to this, exhorted the 
Deputies once more to make good Ufe of the few Mo- 
ments they had left. Whereupon one of the Opponents 
asked him, Whether the Dyet was to have its Period 
on that Day or the next? M. Poninski an{wered him 
by quoting, among other Things, the Words of the 
Conftitution of 1591, which fays, That the fix Weeks

Dyets were to conclude at the End of the faid Term, upon 
that very Day of the Week on which they began. Where- 
upon the faid Deputy made all his Efforts to engage his 
Colleagues to have the Welfare of their Country at 
Heart, and to amufe themfelves no longer with News 
from abroad. 

After this fome of the Deputies thanked M. Poninski 
for the Zeal he had fhewn for the Welfare of his Coun- 
try, tho’ all his Efforts had been unfuccefsful, defiring 
him, at the fame time, that as there was no longer any 
Hopes of the Departure of the foreign Troops, he 
would be pleafed to entreat the King to nominate certain 
Senators and Minifters to confer with the Plenipoten- 
tiary of Ruflia, in order to know of him the exact 
Number of the Troops of his Nation that remained 
both in the Kingdom of Poland and in the Great Dutchy 
of Lithuania, in order to make a Repartition of what 
they fhould be obliged to furnifh them with, and by 
that Means to afford the Country fome Eafe. But the 
Opponents, who looked upon this Propofal as criminal, 
pretended, that this was the Way to promote the Stay 
ofthe foreign ‘Troops rather than their Departure. At 
length the Deputies of Kiow and Brziefc defired the 
Director to adjourn the Seffion to the next Day, in pure 
fuance of the above quoted Conftitution of 1591; to 
which M. Poninski agreed. 

On the 8th the Director made his laft Efforts to in-

,_ duce the Houfe, if poffible, to agree to the Eleétion ; 


but the Deputies of Liwa and Czernichovis oppofed it, 
and defired him to diffolve the Houfe. Then the 
Chamberlain thanked the Deputies for the Honour of 
having been hitherto their Colleague, afluring them 
moreover, that he was difpofed to conturm to their 
Opinion in every thing that might be thought condu- 
cive to the Safety and Profperity of the Kepublick. 
And then he went out of the Houfe, after having had 
a Compliment from M. Poninski in the Name of all 
me ony - The Arma Rzewuski, Notary of the 
. vi the Deputies for havi 
thought hifn worthy of being appointed the new Mer 
thal. M. Poninski ftill made fome Lfforts to engage 
the Houfe to agree to the faid EleCtion; but feeing 
that it was all to no Purpofe, and that the Term of the 
Dyet was already expired, he clofed the Aflembly by a 
very elegant Speech ; wherein, after having recommer- 
ded the Welfare of the Country to the Divine Provi- 
dence, he invited the Members of the Houfe, by vir- 
tue of the Confederacy, to repair to the Senate next 
Day, by 8 o’Clock in the Morning. 

Werfaww, Nov. 12. The General Dyet of Pacifica- 
tion broke up on the 8th, without having chofe a Mar- 
fhal, the Deputies in the Oppofition being determined 
not to bate an Ace of their Pretenfions. Nevertheleis it 
was agreed, that in purfuance of the Confederacy of Cra-

Weeks limited for the General Dyet of Pacification,

Accordingly his Majefty went that Inflant to the 
Senate, being preceded by all the Senators and Minif. 
ters. M. Poninski, the Marfhal General of the Con- 
federacy of Cracow, was there before, together with 
all the Members of the Chamber of Deputies. As foon 
as ever his Majefty had feated himfelf on the Throne, 
and every Member had taken his Place, the Great 
Marfhal of the Crown, in the Kin

The Vice-Chancellor of the Crown made An{wer to 
M. Poninski, in the Name of the Kifg, ‘ that his Ma- 
* jefty was deeply concerned that the Time limited for 
‘ the Dyet was {pent to fo little Purpofe ; that the 
« States might neverthelefs be affured, that his Majeity, 
« fetting afide all other Regards, would neglect no 
‘ Meafures that may contribute, in fome Degree, to the 
* Reftoration of the Peace end Tranquillity of the 
¢ Country ; and that, forafmuch as his Majeity was 
* fully empowered, by the Refolution of the Dyet of 
¢ Convocation, to difpofe of the Seals, and of the va- 
¢ cant Commands in the Army, he intended to fil
